The anti-racing ramiiaign of Oovornor Ilnglios of 
Now York has Itooii wagisl with snc-h an otistin.ilo 
ilotorniination and liitternoss as to oxoilo wonder on 
tin- part of even his friends and aiiinirers. Keport 
lias it that the governor pla.vs a goisl game of [siker, 
so it must follow that he has no moral repngimnee 
to lielting. he is carrying on a enisadi- against 

wagering on race tracks that is not only r.-m.irkalde 
lint iHirdering on an insulting attitmle towan^s the 
legislative ami judieial departmetits of his state. 
Tliis latter phase is iMiwerfnIly and ilhiminatingly 
.set fortli in the following recent editorial in the 
New Volk Sun. It is more than worm careful 
r.niding: 

“The ilef.'at of the anti-raeing hill at Alhany last 
\Ve.lnesday must in a large nmasnre la* as.-rihed to a 
protest <m the part of the State Senators against 
.lietation ami tin- sting of the Ex.-eiit ive lash. Tim 
(piestion is still an active one and liie issm- is still 
vital, heeanse the (lovermir is not willing to sniunit 
to lii'feat. The morning after tlie vot.' in the S.-nate 
h<* sent a special nie.<sage to llm i..-gislatnre saying; 

‘1 again urge .von to enact apiiropriate legisla- 
tion to aholish the existing discrimination in f.avor 
of raca* track gamhling. 

“ 'It is not a <inestion f.ir tin* Legislature whether 
this vici- should 1 h> p.-rinitted or regulated. I nder 
the ('onstitiition the Legislature has no right to per- 
mit it or to regulate it. 

“ •Kes|»eet for law is the se.mrity of our Oovern- 
ment. and the guarantees of the rights of lilnTly 
ami proiMirt.r will not long avail if ih.- i.i-opje ar ■ 
taught to view the Constitution with cout.anpl. 

“ ‘I therefore urge you to discliarge a inanlfi'st 
diit.v ami to eml the discriminations In favor of rac.- 
track gamhling. which cupidity insplr.-d ami now 
seeks to niaintaiti.’ 

“.Vgain. later in tln> week, in a spe.'ch before the 
Lawy.-rs CInh at Ituffiilo, he returned to the attack 
iti tliese words: 

“ ‘As tlovernor I shall throughout my term insist 
that the test la- met. It Is rarcl.v that we ar - pr.-- 
seiited with a proposition so fundamental. 1 sa.v to 
all who are iuterest.-d in upholding our institotions, 
whatever their views on particular questions ma.v 
he, whatever their personal inclinations ma.v he, yon 
cannot alTord to have an isstie iH-tween the Comiti- 
tiition of the Stat.- and f.uscriJinilous motley power, 
ami allow the Constituti.in to he defi-ateil.’ 

“tlovernor Hughes thus wagers and stakes his 
political future on the test <if his (aiwer not to curb 
hut ahsolut»‘l.v to dominate atid c-otitr.d a non cotit- 
piiant branch of the Legislature. There is another 
aspect t.i this .piestion which perhaps the (lovernor, 
good lawyer as he is. has not sutliciently consid.-red, 

“Let tis S(-e whether, not withstamling his g.Hsl 
faith, the Cov. rimr is not in realit.v violating the 
guarantee of the right of personal liberty and the 
guarantee of tin- right of proiii-rty. Is he not at- 
tempting to overrid.- the L.-gislatiire an.l't.) sup- 
platit the C.mrt of Apimals? Is he not att.-tupting 
to take from the L.gislatnre, thr.wigh his ex- 
.‘.-utive power, the discr.-tion which the C.instituti.m 
its.-lf vests in the Legislature, .ir, in other words, 
is h.- not se.-king to substitute his personal vi.-w 
for the judgment guen by the Constitution to a c.i- 
or.linate branch of the Government’/ 

“The new Constitution, which t.Kik eff.-ct on .Tan- 
nary 1, LSt)."!. contain. -.1 a provisi.ui which had never 
b.‘f.)re lieen part of the organic law of the State — 
the pr.ivlsi.m contained in S.H-ti.m i) of Article I. 
an.l rea.ling: 

“ ‘Nor shall any lottery or the sale of lott.-ry 
tickets, iiool s.-lling, iMMikmaking or any other kiml 
of gambling hereafter be aiithoriz.-d or allowed 
within this State; and the Legislature shall pass 
appropriate laws to prevent offenses against any of 
the provisions of this section.’ 

“In the first place, it sh.ml.I lie note.l that the 
('.institution .loes not provide that iKinkinaking or 
any other kiml .if gambling sliall be nia.le a crime, 
an.l yet Governor Hughi-s insists tliat unless la-tting 
at a race tra.-k be made a crime the Constitution 
is violated. Even the framers of the new Consti- 
tuti.in recognized the fact that any organic law 
which attempted to make every form of gambling 
a crime woul.l he absolutely Ineapable of enforce- 
in.-nt. Under the Governor's theory of constitutional 
construction he does not venture to ask that every 
form of gamhling shall be made a crime, hut .lesires 
that one particular form of gambling, that Is to 
say iKiokmaking or betting at the race tracks, shall 
be nia.le a crime. 

“In the same year, 1S95. which saw tlie new 
Constitution go into opt-ratlon, the I.rf>gislnture 
passe.l a number of acts controlling the whole rac- 
ing system, and in an act which is known as the 
Uercy-Gray law the forfeiture of the value of any 
money wagered was made an exclusive penalty for 
betting at a race course, while the Penal Code made 
betting at any other place than a race track a crime, 
and it is this discrimination which excites the ire 
of the Governor. Of the Percy-Gray law the Court 
of Appeals said: 

" ‘The obvhMis purpose of the act of 1S!)5 was to 
permit honest and legitimate racing and prevent* 
the evils which had previously attended that Class 
of amusements. Although It authorized horse rac- 
ing, it was intended to guard and respect it so as 
to prohibit the abuses that liad hitherto existed. 
To accomplish that end a State Racing Commission 
was .created, and the Jockey Club was practically 
made the superrlsor of all running races and run-

“On the Rrouml of alleued discriiulnatlon in In- 
IlictliiK an exclusive jH'iialty for l)cttinR at the 
race tracks dilTerent from tlie tienalty provided by 
the renal Co<ie, the I’erey-Gray act of 1S'.)5 has 
ixH-ii repeatedly assailed, but it has lieen uniformly 
upheld as constitutional by the Court of App»>als. 
Tile s|K'cial plea which winild override and uullifv 
the decisions of our court of last resort would not 
seem to be entitled to much welRht with lawyers 
or with the public. In the SturRlg case the .\i)pel- 
late Oivlslon of this de|)artment, in its oi>iniou by 
JudRC Uunisey, sjiid: 

“ ‘It Is for that Issly (the Legislature) always to 
preserllK- the extent to wlilch they will go In 
imnishing any particular act, or whether or not a 
particular act siiail he prescrilK'd as a crime. 

“ ‘In doing tliat, of (aiiirse, they may take into 
consiileration llie gravity of the i)articular ofTense; 
aiul it would he perfectly proper also to consider 
llie circumstances under wliieh the act was done, 
for an act done under one set of circumstances may 
eoiislitute a s»-rious offens<-, wliile under other 
eireumstanees it might Ik- ni> offenst' at all. or at 
most a very venial oue. This was evidently the 
^^ew of the Legislature. 

“ ‘l!ut, as anyoiK' can see, lliere are circumstances 
under wliieli a iM-t may lie reeord»*d without any 
very serious harm <-oming from it; and so tlie Legis- 
lature c'videnlly tliought, and llierefore tliey provided 
tliat tlie acts wliieli were fortiiddcn by S<*etion o.ll 
sliould lie piinislied as tliereiu pres<-rilH-d. except 
wlieii anotlier penalty was provided liy law. Tills 
of course they liad tlio rigid to do, iH'cause tlie par- 
ticular penally which sliould lie provided for any 
act must he clearly within the discretion of the 
Legislature.’ 

“On aiipeal tliis decision was allirmed. 

“The (‘oust it lit ion says tliat hiMikmaking or any 
oilier kind <if gamliling sliall not he authorized or 
allowed witliin this Stale, and Hint Hie Legislature 
sliall pass appropriate laws to prevent such offenses, 
lint Hie (‘oiistiliitioii diM-s not say Hiat liooUmakiiig 
or aiii' oilier kind of gamidiiig .shall he made a 

i-rime, and Hie (’ourt of Ap|ieals said of Hie act of 
Istl.'i; ‘Whatever its indirect elTeet may Ik- it ci-r- 
tainiy cannot lie said that tills was a tilatute wliieh 
ill terms aiit liorized any of Hie forhidd<-ii acts.’ 
Here we iiavi- it decided liy tlie court of last resort 
Hiat Hu- existing law d<K-s Jiot aiitliorize or permit 
iMiokmaking or lielliiig on a race track. 

“Tile (‘oiistiliil ion diH-s not give Hovi-riior Iliiglies 
of tills state Hie rigid to determine what laws are 
‘appropriate’ under lids sei-tioii. ‘.\iipi-opriale’ 
is Hiat which is ‘suitahle for tlie puriKisn and i-ir- 
ciimslances.’ Tlie deti-i-niiiiation of wliat laws are 
appropriale is v<-sti-d iu the Legislature alom-. and 
on this question Hu- opinion of the Court of .\ppcals, 
rendered hy Judge Martin in this same Sturgis cast-, 
is eonelnsive: 

“ ‘The Constiliition in exjiress terms reposed in tlu- 
Legislalure the powi-r and imposed upon it Hie diily 
of passing such laws, tlius clotliing it witli tlie right 
to i-onsider and di-lerinine for itself wliat laws were 
a[iproiiriate and sliould Ik* pas,sed to carry Into 
(-fleet. That Hie law iiiuh-r (-onsidi-ratlon Is in a 
sense apiiropriate to aei-omiilish the lUiriKiso of that 
provision must he admitl<-d. Whether it will provi- 
h-ss (-fleet ive to aeeoniplish that result than sonu- 
oHu-r we are not (-ailed upon to del(-rmiue. It lu-ing in 
a d(-gree ap|iropri.-it(-, wo are aware of no iiriiici|ile 
of (-onslitiilional law which would authorize tills 
court to (-oiid(-nin it as Invalid or uneonstitidional, 
heeause iu our opinion some more effective or more 
appropriate law might have Ik-cii devised and en- 
acted. So long as this legislation was in any de- 
gi-i-e apiiropriate to carry into effect the puriKise of 
Hu- Constitution it d(H-s not fall under its condeui- 
natioii. 

“ ‘Tliat tills provision of the Constitution was not 
intended to Ik- self-exei-uting Is manifest, as It 
expressly di-Iegatr-s to tlie L(-gislature the autliority 
and requiri-s it to (-nact such laws as it shall d(H-m 
aiipropriale to i-arry it into execution.’ 

“In view of this (h-cislou of a great (-ourt — our 
(-onrt of last ri-sort — that tlie existing law is ap- 
pro|iri.-i te and that Hie I.i-gislature has complii-d 
wltli the conslitutional mandate, iiow idle is Hie 
argument that the Constitution lias not lu-en olicyed. 
tine gri-at di-partiiu-nt of gov(-riiiiu-nt, Hu- Is-gisla- 
tiire, has (h-termiiu-d that an act Is aiqirotiriate. 
.Vnolhcr gn-at d(-partment, the judiciary, has de- 
termined that the la-gislatun- was right in its 
ai-tion and in Its ,iiulgnu-nt. Is it for the Kxecutivi- 
lo (-OIIIIM-I a r(-S(-issiou or repeal of Hie existing law 
solely hy Hu- :irgnnu-nt that the Constitution has 
not Ih‘(-ii i-onipli(-d with? 

“Tin- basic principle of all constitutional govern- 
ment is the iiuh-p(-ndence oue of another of the 
three (-o ordinate branches.’’

J. Young’s string. The former is the pro)>erty of 
J. N. Camden, Jr., president of the Kentucky Asso. 
elation and proprietor of Ilartland Stud, and the 

latter Iielongs to Barm-y Dreyfus, the Pittsburg 
liascliall magnate. R. C. Rann is owned by R. L. 
Baker and J. C. Milam and the latter, as Is well 
known, is training him. Simon Weil Is in the stable 
of Walter Grater and is owned by John Welch & 
Co., of Spring Station, the company being Captain 
M’ilder, the I-oiiisvllle & Nashville Railroad con- 
ductor who has a farm near Spring Station on 

which lie keeps a few thorouglihretl mares. 

-Milford Is most in the eye of the New Orleans 
contingent and owner Fizer is confident that the .son 
of Falsetto has lietter than an outside chance to 
pluck the prize, as did Pink Star, which was trained 
b.v him last year. Nearly evcr.v one who was at 
New Orleans and saw the three iioor races run b.v 
R. C. Rann seems to have dn>ppe<l the Eiiglish-hre<l 
horse out of calculation. Traiucr Milam makes 110 
si'eret of tho fact that the horse has thus far been 
a disapimintmeiit to him. but he has hojics that ha 
will Improve as the season advances. The chief 
fault with R. C. Rann Is inability to stay. He 
did not lengthen out to any apparent extent through 
the winter and his growth seems to have been all 
In height. He stands right at 16.3 bands. Jim 
Baker, a brother of the owner of R. C. Rann, who 
has been at New Orleans all winter with his string, 
believes Milford will win the D«>rl>y and has wagere*!
